hands of the, colonists, go to prove that’ he must 
be rather a good sort ‘of fellow. This, was 
written: in: sober ¢itnest, the line of thought 
evidently pursucd by the writer being, that news- 
papers in a place like Hongkong are of necessity 
devoted entirely to the furtherance of local in- 
terests, ‘and that local interests being, as a rule, 
esscutially selfish, their representatives are bit- 
terly opposed to anything resembling an inde- 
pendent or impartial ‘policy. Doubtless, there is 
much truth.in this analysis. Wheh Europcans 
carry theirenergy and capital toOriental countries, 
it would be absurd’ to pretend that. they have 
in view any object other than their own spccdy 
enrichment. “*Chatity begins at home,” is the 
motto they adopt from the commencement to the 
finish, and if the inhabitants of the country the 
have .chosen to exploit, are foolish enoug! 
to suppose that a. “treaty of amity and com- 
merce” is really intended to inaugurate the. 
practice it professes, so much the worse for the 
Inhabitants. All this is’ so natural that to find. 
fault with it is to.run the risk of being: called 
“visionary, sentimental,” or possibly something 
very much worse according to the mood of the 
moment.
